The line formed outside tho capitol was 


fully a mile long. It began at the junc- 
tion of East Capital street with the capi- 
tol grounds, passed west through the 
main Driveway to the'coucrete boulevard 
directly in front of tho building, swung 
southerly to tho Senate wing, turned 
sharply to tho north again, moved up to 
the statue of Washington,. which stands 
in front of tho rotunda, made a broad 
curve, moved southerly again to tho Sen- 
ate front, aud swung sharply once more 
to the north and then up the steps and 
into tho capitol. This procession resem- 
bled a huge serpent, with its head on the 
capitol 
etairs 
and its tail 
stretch- 


out beyond tho long folds ot tho body to 
East Capitol street. Tho lino arranged 
itself in this fashion to keep within tlio 
limits ot tho Capitol grounds. 
Had it 


been stretched out it would have extend- 
ed nt least half a mile east of tho Capitol. 
Tho people in som eparts of tho lino wer« 
four abreast; in others two abreast. They 
moved at an ordinary pace. 
There were 


men, 
women, and children, black ami 


white, ot all ages nnd conditions. 
Tho 


city swell marched side by mtlo with the 
Virginia negro. Finely-attired ladies did 
not disdain to march by the side of 
wom- 


en clad in rags. Tho majority of tho peo- 
ple in line were from tho country. Every 
train that arrived from tho South, West, 
aud East was crowded, and specials were 
run from interior points. 
Tho proces- 


sion was orderly. There was no piisl"iig 
or other disturbance. When tho portico 
leading to the rotunda was reached every 
miin and boy iu line lifted his hat. A.t tho 
catafalque the members of tho guard of 
honor assisted tho people to obtain n 
good view of tho dead.. President, and 
preserve order. 


The features ot the dead are even more 


repulsive in-appearance thnu yesterday. 
Decomposition, which set iu Boon after 
the autopsy: was performed, was not pre- 
vented by tho embalming. . A liberal 
sprinkling of powder over the face this 
inorniug'cpnld not conceal the marks of 
decomposition. The face was of a dusky 
hue, sprinkled with black aud yellow 
spots. The nir-tight casket prevented 
the escape of disagreeable odors. AtC 
o'clock this evening the casket was clos- 
ed by the undertakers. This aotion met 
with genera I approval. No ono would 
have been able to recqgni'so the features 
ot General Garfleld living in the lineal 
features of the dead. 


There was no abatement in tho crowd, 


however.. They poured in by the thou- 
sands, as eager to gaze upon tho eolHu as 
they had previously been to look iipon 
tho fuco of tho dead. Floral decorations 
wore scattered about tho coffin aud plac- 
ed upon tho iloor of the rotunda. On 
the foot ot thp coffin rosted au immense 
wreath of white rose-buds. Attached to 
it was a card bearing the following in - 
scription;

WASHINCITON, D. C., Sept. 22— The re- 


mains of President Gnriield have lain in 
•stato at the Capitol all day. It is estimat- 
ed that between C a. m. and C p. m. they 
wore viewed by 70,000 people. Tho ro- 
tunda of the Capitol has beoa open ever 
since the cofllu was placed upon the cat- 
afalque yesterday afternoon. At mid- 
night last night a constant stream of peo- 
ple passed in at tho oast door, looked up- 
on tho features ot the dead President, 
aud moved slowly out of tho west door 
of the rotunda. Betnreon 3 a. m. and 7 
in the morning there was an interruption 
in the crowd. Now aud tiiea a meanly 
olad man, apparently iiaviug no place to 
pass tho night, would slowly shuflle up 
to the coffin, glance silently at the dis- 
figured countenance of the dead aud pass 
forth into the darkness outside, liko n 
wrecked spirit. There were a few belated 
sots who wound up a nights orgio by a 
visit to tho Capitol. With unsteady stop 
;hoy moved over the stone floors to the 
side of the colHu and gazed unsteadily 
upon the dead man's face. Upon these

The first thing 
that he did in opening tho abdominal 
cavity was to break into tho abscess near 
the liver, and over a pint, probably, ot 
pus was thus allowed to escape and run 
over tho intestines ami organs, that 
should have boon examined without such 
an inconvenience. There was no scale 
fit for weighing tho liver, lungs, etc., as 
it was found the one used would not 
balance nearer than a pound. A search 
lasting an hour aud.a half MHOS made, in 
the groin for the bullet, nnd all hope of 
finding it was abandoned.

My children, I will relate to yon a 
rtory, whWyiv.iai'-j-iilasfcd to.enc as I am 
about to' toll it tiryon, and'it'happencd 
just as it was told mo. It is iromiritr-- 
vention desigoiad to show ijon 'how a 
fault ia often sufllciehi to losp'a raiin's 
life; it la an actual fact, in the recital 
of which wo will not give the real 
names, because they would expose tho 
secrets of a family holding an illustrious 
rank in ono of tho principal States of 
Germany.

Marshal C -- (ho was thoa :only a 
General) found himself in need of a 
coachman. Ho made his wants known 
to a woman of Saint Dominguc who 
kept a ImrniiticdwhoMl, Mod retted at 
tho samo>;HiB8o 8|«tyf . carriasccis. -;At 
first, this',wori(in decfired tbataho was 
unable to ,.jpr<^ui<e one"f9r whom she 
could answer; almost all o'f those who 
took caro other coaches were hined by 
tho day. ami Hid ttbt livo with her. 
There was only ono, who was a sort of 
overseer of tho others, who would suit 
tho Gencrakandifrwaa on account of 
his good- qualities' that the woman dc- 
•ired to retain, hiuv .herseU. The Gen- 
oral insisted so muctt'thc' more on hav- 
ing him. At last, the mistress of the 
furnished hotel yielded him up to the 
employ ot-theuUeoeraL 
.. 
- 


When this man entered the service of 
the General, nothing extraordinary was 
noticed in him, except in extreme po- 
liteness, an attentive care never to cn- 
gago in the recreations of the other 
servants, and a rare promptness m the 
accomplishment of his duties which ren- 
dered hint precious to his master. By 
an exception, very rare, this preference 
of the master for hia coachman did«ot 
excite the envy of tho other.scr*aht* 
There was such a continued sadness 
about this man that no ono could think 
that it was through pride that he kept 
aloof from his comrades. At tho gen- 
eral dinner hour he seated himself si- 
lently at tho table, ate soberly, and re- 
tired to his stable immediately after the 
meal. In tho chateau of the -General, 
at the time when the service o£ tho 
horses gave Muller a great deal of leis- 
ure, he was not accustomed to go to tho 
cabaret, nor to play as did the others; 
ho seated himself under some tree in 
the park and spent all his time in rcad- 
inc- At tho time these singularitiea, 
which wore remembered later, caused 
but little surprise; they contented them- 
selves by saying thai Muller was a bear 
and permitted him to follow his taste 
without concerning themselves further 
about him. 


Almost two years passed in this way; 


Muller followed the General wherever 
tho duties of war called him. This- was 
in tho neighborhood of 1807. 


Mnllcr had accompanied the General 
to Ragusa in Dalraatia. of which the 
Emperor had made him Governor, and 
it was in this village that tho little ad- 
venture happened which I am about to 
relate: 


Ono day, when the Governor-General 
had invited to his table a largo party of 
the officers of his staff and tho principal 
officers of a corps of the Austrian army 
which was stationed in tho vicinity, it 
happened that ho was obliged to press 
into the sen-ice of the table all tho 
servants of his household, and Muller 
found that he was included in thia 
requisition; at the hour of dinner ho 
waa In the dining hall, a napkin over 
his arm. The great number of guests 
present no doubt prevented Muller 
from noticing any one hi particular, be- 
cause tho dinner waa over before any 
trouble occurred, but at the commence- 
ment of tho second service, as ho was 
in the act of placing a dish on the table,, 
ono of tho foreign general 
officers 
tamed himself a little, to give more 
room to Muller. and uttered a cry of 
surprise as he recognized him. Muller 
in bis turn, looked at tho general offi- 
cer. turned palo as ho did. was fri<*ht- 
cned as ho was. In his surprise, ho 
dropped the dish which ho held in his 
hand, and left the dining hall in n con- 
fusion which struck all (ho guests with 
astonishment. 
' 


All this happened so quickly that no 
one could explain whether it was the 
surprise which caused the accident or 
the accident which had caused the sur- 
prise, and tho dinner continued with- 
out Muller's reappearing. 
But the 


General had too weft remarked that the 
Austrian officer and tho coachman rec- 
ognized each other; ho also noticed 
that their astonishment could not be 
that of a master who simply recognized 
again an old servant, or that of a serv- 
ant who found again an old master. A

and that, after hearing where ho was. 
ho had hurried to join him;, and that for 
a long time they had been closeted 
together; that one of the other servants , 
had heard between them a spirited con- 
versation, and that at last they had. 


- l<j£t the .hotel, continuing their 
conversation- The next day the Gen- 
oral sent down for an explanation of 
this mystery. Then h76 learned that 
Mttllcr had-reapfiiearedattho stable and 
was taking; care of his horses with his 
ordinary impassibility. The General, 
whoso curiosity was greatly excited, 
went immediately to the stable, think- 
ing to surprise Mutlor and question him 
unexpectedly ; but as soon AS the latter 
perceived him he respectfully 
ap- 


proached his master and presented 
-him a letter almost exactly in thcso- 
terms:

•> " On my honor, I answer tor tho fidelity noil 
Kood conduct of tho coachman, Muller, and I 
will bo very much obliged to the Count C - 
If ho will not eock to know tho secret of tho 
oxistcncttoCtbiB man.

THE COUNTY." 
" And it* I wished to know it?" said 
the General to his coachtuan. 
"I would be forced to quit your serv- 
ice," said ho. »'I would do it with 
great regret, 'because I esteem myself 
huppy to live with you; but I would do 
it immediately." 
...... 


Tlio good conduct of this man, and 
the recommendation of tho Austrian 
olliccr, decided the General not to push 
his inquiries any further. Mailer re- 
mained" in his stablo, and in a few 
months this event was completely for- 
gotten. ^Probably it had been entirely 
effaced from tho; General's memory, 
when a terrible accident again called it 
to his mind. 
! 


One morning when Muller was lead- 
ing his horses to the watering place he 
'was upset by one of them, ana carried 
to ,the hotel with his skull fractured, 
and in such a condition as to leave no 
hopo of his recovery. In fact, ho died 
tho sa_me day, without having recovered 
consciousness. 


• -The next day, when thoy were pro- 
ceeding with the burial, the General 
charged one of his aides-de-camp to ex- 
amine Muller' s chamber and to take 
note of everything ho found there. 
Mallei* was a careful and economical 
man, 
and probably had accumulated 


some savings; ho possessed, besides, a 
gold snuff-box and a lino gold watch of 
great value, and tho General desired all 
these objects to bo collected that they 
might bo delivered to his family in case 
they discovered who he was. The aide- 
do-camp proceeded to Muller's chamber 
to execute the orders of the General, 
but his surprise) was great when, on 
opening tho coachman's trunk, tho iirst 
thing ho found, was an Austrian uni- 
form, a Col on ol'tt epaulettes, a commis- 
sion for that rank and diplomas for 
other orders. Tho regalia for thcso 
orders, many of them ornamented with 
diamonds, were inclosed in this trunk 
with the uniform. The aide-do-camp, 
who was not aware of the adventure of 
tho dinner tablo, suspected at once that 
these objects were tho product of nu- 
rinfdrous-pcitty thefts on tho part of Mul- 
ler; but when ho gave an account of 
what he had discovered to tho General, 
tho latter recalled tho event we have 
recorded above, and wished to see for 
himself tho objects found in tho cham- 
ber of the coachman. Ho hoped to find 
there some papers which would explain 
this mystery; but ho found no other in- 
formation than what was contained in 
tho commission spoken of, and which 
were all issued m tho name of tho 
Count do V— , Outside of these there 
was no correspondence or previous act 
of the coachman which betrayed what 
there was in common between the 
coachman, Mnllcr. and the Count de 
V., Colonel in the service of Austria. 
Ho was again left to his conjectures, 
and many weeks passed without tho 
General learning anything new con- 
cerning thia strange man, when one 
day ho saw tho Austrian officer who 
had recognized Muller in such an ex- 
traordinary manner enter his apart- 
ment. " He had not appeared at Ragusa 
since tho event of the dinner table, al- 
though ho lived in tho vicinity. 


A chance conversation had apprised 


him of tho death of tho General's 
coachman, and ho presented himself to 
reclaim tho papers which hod been 
found in Mailer's chamber. The name 
of this olliccr and tho consideration ho 
enjoyed were sufficient to remove any 
doubt as to his right to tills heritage 
tho moment no claimed it; nevertheless, 
tho General believed it his duty to de- 
mand some explanation of him. and 
the oalcerTcplied immediately: 
".I will inform you tho more willingly 


on what you wish to know, since you 
have relied on a simple attestation from 
mo in keeping this unhappy Muller in 
your service notwithstanding tho mys- 
tery which surrounded him. This uni- 
form, these epaulettes, thcso decora- 
tions belonged to him justly; he bravely 
earned them as a soldier. A fault 
caused him to lose them, but he has so 
nobly expiated it that I think I can bet- 
ter render homage to his memory by 
revealing it to you, than by leaving 
you perplexed by doubts which you wifl 
not be able to explain. 
"Muller is none other then the Count 


de V -- , my elder brother. There is 
nothing extraordinary in his history ex- 
cept what you know. At an early age 
he had gained the grade and the dis- 
tinctions, tho titles of which you have 
just discovered, and his military fortune 
had boon so rapid that he raised hopes 
in my father's Inind that ho would rise 
to tho highest ollices of honor in the 
State. A single event, as so often hap- 
pens, destroyed nil these hopes. My 
brother, wounded in a combat, in which 
ho had distinguished himself, was forced 
to' retire to tho waters' of Carlsbad in 
order to recover. 
Ho found there & 
largo number of his fellow countrymen 
possessed oi immense fortunes. Yon 
know to what a limit tho passion of 
play is carried in these resorts, where 
a person comes oftencr to expose his 
wealth than to recover his health. My 
brother, forgetting too easily that ho 
possessed nothing but his rank as a 
Colonel, engaged in these gaming par- 
tics, whcro the persons with whom ho 
played had much more money than ho, 
and certainly much less honesty. In a 
short time he found himself ruined and 
encumbered with that species of debt 
which people aro accustomed to call 
"debts of honor" and which, for all 
that, have little that is honorable about 
them. If my brother had not beon so 
young, ho would not have felt as ur- 
geutiyhs he did the necessity of paying 
those debts in a few days, and perhaps, 
to repair a fault, would not have been 
driven to commit a crime. In his de- 
spair, his reason lost, imagining that 
ho could no longer . uppoar in public 
without having^ paid tho amounts ho 
-had lost, ho had recourse to a very dis- 
honorable means of satisfying his cred- 
itors; he forged the name of my father, 
who. at that time had great credit in 
Germany; he discounted the draft, and 
verv soon freed himself from his em- 
barrassment. 
But he hod scarcely 


cojamiUed this crime, when he foresaw 
a)! tho consequences of it; . ho lost his 
hpad.j and, profiting by a certificate of 
convalescence) which ho had obtained, 
ho left- Germany, 


"My. father was far from suspecting. 


all. that had happened;-and. when tho! 
drafts, which had been drawn on' him, 
and which ho was supposed to have ac- 
cepted, werp presented to him, he did 
not recognize his signature, and pro- 
ceeded to prosecute as swTfiniors those 
who had presented them-to him. In 
passing from hand to .hand It was not 
long before tho, person from whom vtb<v 
drafts had issued*.was found,' :and" yoii; 
can judge of ray father's despair when 
he learned that it was Ris son who had 
committed this crime, and that he; .his 
father, had publicly dishonored him, 
by the rigorous inquiries wKich he had 
instigated. In spite of his anger; ;niv- 
father sacrificed his" c'rit'ro 'fortune to 
tho payment of1'-these forged drafts,' 
and when ho learned of ;.the: circum- 
stances wluch had'surrounded my un- 
happy brother, he felt disposed to 
pardon him. 
But all our efforts to 


cusepvcr his whereabouts were in vaini 
Notices inserted in tho journals an- 
nounced that it was by mistake that 
tho old Count V. had failed to recognize,' 
his.signatnrcs, thot the charge of fraud 
which was made was entirely duo to a 
misunderstanding, 
and that all tho 


sums drawn pn him had been paid; 
this indirect way of announcing 'to my 
brother that his honor was shielded 
from all suspicion, and that ho could 
reappoar, was without -success, and wo 
formed tho conviction,'all but.certainty, 
that, in his despair, he had put an end to 
his existence. 


"Vou will remember my astonish- 


ment whoa I recognized the servant at 
your .table; ho was no more able to con- 
trol his surprise than I,' and after tho 
dinner was over I hastened to find him. 
Lwas resolved to mako him return, to 
our family. Tho idea, thai, he had 
killed himself to escape dishonor had a 
longtime since appeased the -indigna- 
tion of my father, and, without doubt 
the information I would have brought 
him of tho punishment my brother had 
inflicted upon himself, would have ren- 
dered his pardon still more easy, biit 
my brother was deaf to my prayers, he 
remained immovable in his resolution, 
and answered mo that ho would never 
resume a name which he had showed 
himself unworthy of bearing. All that 
I attempted by way of argument was 
frustrated by his resolution, and ho 
made me promise, not only to tell you 
nothing oi his secret, but «o continue to 
conceal his existence from our unhappy 
father, and not to awaken now despair 
from a sorrow which no doubt had beon 
calmed by time. I yielded to my broth- 
er's wishes, and tho recital I am mak- 
ing to you this day has no other object 
than to prevent the inquiries you would 
have felt it your duty to institute, and 
which no doubt would have caused ex- 
planations that would have reached my 
father's cars and troubled tho repose ol 
his declining years." 


This, my children, is the story as it 


was related to mo. Without doubt it 
has not the interest which the men. who 
ordinarily write for your instruction 
know how to put into their narratives, 
but if it lacks this merit, it lias that of 
being true, and it is for that reason 
that it should serve as a groat lesson to 
y°«-It wohld have been easy for us to 
have introduced strange incidents, and 
perhaps wo might have introduced the 
despair of tho father when lie discov- 
ered his son's fault, especially at the 
time when he discovered that it "was his 
own proper investigations :that wore 
tending to establish the disgrace of his 
son. If wo have not done this, it is bo- 
causo wo have wished that this story 
should go to you as it came to us; be- 
cause wo believe that truth carries with 
it a power of instruction to which no 
invention has the right to pretend. 
You seci, my children, that ono may 
follow tho destructive passion for play, 
until he commits tho most shameful of 
crimes—a crime which dishonors a 
whole family.—Translated from 
Vie.

In a paper presented to the Societc 
do Biologic M. Lovon states that coil'eo, 
so far, as is often supposed, from accel- 
erating tho digestive process of tho 
stomach, rather tends to impede this. 
When thirty grammes of coftcc. diluted 
in ono hundred and fifty of water, is 
given to a Antei which is killed five 
Hours and a hall: afterward;' tho stom- 
ach is found palo, its mucous surface 
being anrcrnic, end the: vessels of its 
external membrane contracted. 
The 


whole organ exhibits a marked appear- 
ance of aascmia. 
Coffee thus deter- 


mining anosmia of the mucous mem- 
brane, preventing rather'than favoring 
vascular congestion, and opposing rath- 
er than facilitating the secretion of gas- 
trio juice, how comes it that tho eonso 
of comfort is procured fofc so many peo- 
ple who arc accustomed, to take cou'co 
after a meal? A repast, ;ln f^ct, pro- 
duces, in those whose digestion is tor- 
pid, a heaviness of the intellectual fac- 
ulties and embarrassment of the power 
of thinking; and thcso effects, and the 
disturbance of the head, are promptly 
dissipated by the stimulant oflcet which 
tho eoflec produces on tho nervous cen- 
ters, as shown by experiments with 
casein. Coffee and tea, when taken in 
excess, aro a frequent .cause of dysjpep- 
sia, for tho anaemic condition of tne mu- 
cous membrane being 'periodically re- 
newed, a permanent,state of congestion 
is at last produced, which constitutes 
dyspepsia. 
Sugar, which with many 
doctors has a bad reputation, is an ex- 
cellent aliment which assists digestion, 
and should,riot be proscribed in dys- 
pepsia.; By experiment, digestion of 
meat is found to take place much more 
completely when sugar is added. Cof- 
fee exerts both a local and general ivc- 
tion, operating locally by means of its 
tannin,: by: diminishing..tho caliber of 
the vessels, but .acting on the general 
economy by exciting the, nervous cen- 
ters and the,muscular system, It ren- 
ders digestion slower,.and ia only of 
good effect by relieving the torpor after 
meals. ; Its injurious action on diges- 
tion may bo corrected by adding sugar 
so oa Wettuntortialanco its effects on 
the mucous membrane. 
This adding 
sugar to coffee is not only a pleasant 
practice, but one contributing to diges- 
tion.—Scientific American.,

—Scalloped Tomatoes.--Peel and cut 
the tomatoes in slices a quarter of an 
inch thick; make a force-meat of bread- 
crumbs, pepper, salt, butter and a little 
white sugar; put this in a pudding-dish 
yvith alternate layers of tomatoes, hav- 
ing the tomatoes for th« top layer; put 
a pit of butter upon each shoe and dust 
with salt, pepper and a little sugar; 
stew with dry breadcrumbs and bake, 
covered, half an hour,' remove tho lid 
and bake brown.

Picnics and tiypsykng Parties. 


For tho picnic proper, only cold pro- 
visions and such as can be easily trans- 
ported are niade ready. Roast and 
broiled chickens should bo cut into neat 
joints, ham sliced, and the supcrllous 
fat trimmed away from this as from 
fresh meats. If you have a sandwich- 
box largo enough to hold your meats, 
divide each kind from the rest by clean, 
odorless white paper. The next best 
thing to a tin meat-caso is to improvise 
a substitute by lining neatly with 
white paper as many small, flat .paste- 
board boxes as are needed. There is 
generally a goodly supply of such in 
every house in this clay of ruchings, 
cults, collars and bon-bons. Pack one 
with ham, another with chicken, a 
third with cheese, and so on, tying 
them up securely. If tho boxes aro 
greased they can be thrown away when 
empty. The third best way of carrying 
meats is to do up each kind in writing- 
paper, then in a small napkin pinned 
securely nbout tho parcel. For sand- 
wiches, chopped or ground ham is 
preferable to sliced, and tonzue bettor 
than cither. Butter biscuits at home, 
slice bread thin, and fold over upon 
the butter. Wrap the pile in a nap'kin 
not so tightly as to crush It, and give it, 
when you can, a basket to itself. This 
is even more expedient with cake, 
and a necessity with fruit. In ono re- 
ceptacle put up such condiments as arc 
needed. 


If cold tea and coffee aro provided—- 


and they arc always welcome—pour 
them into bottles, carefully corked. At 
tho cost of whatever inconvenience, 
have ice to cool these, water and lem- 
onade. A lump of ice, wrapped in dry 
flannel and this inclosed in stout paper 
bound firmly in place with twine, the 
whole sot in a covered basket, will keep 
for hours without molting into serious 
waste. Strong, cheap tumblers arc best 
for picnic use. For plates you may, if 
you like, buy tho light wooden or Jap- 
anese paper ones sold for this purpose. 
The weight of crockery is a serious ob- 
jection to carrying it on a walking- 
party. If you go by carriage or boat, 
pack one hamper with plates, tumblers, 
knives, forka, spoons and other needed 
utensils. Into this can also go tablo- 
cloth and napkins. If you use paper 
doyleys, yet see that three or four tow- 
els are put up also. Afcw hand-towels 
and a cako of soap should not be for- 
gotten, since fingers usually supersede 
forks on such occasions. A little prac- 
tice will enable you to stow away all 
the articles I have named in a surpris- 
ingly small space. Olives and pinkies 
arc acceptable at all cold collations. 
Sardines are convenient and popular, 
also potted meats, such as deviled gamo 
and boned chicken. 


The gypsying-party is a variation of 


the picnic, and" in my opinion, is an 
improvement upon tho original plan. 
It is, however, hardly feasible when the 
excursion' is pedestrian, unless the 
camping-ground is selected so near to 
a farm-house that a largo iron-pot or a 
tea-kettle can be borrowed. Of course, 
either or both of these aro easily car- 
ried in a wagon. Tho. kettle can bo 
hung upon a horizontal pole lashed at 


each end to ;i tree, or supported upon 
forked bougiis. A more pietnresqua 
style is tho conventional three, poles 
thrust into the ground and inclining 
toward one another until they meet, 
and are bound together at top. Tho 
kettle is swung from the point of inter- 
section over a clear fire of dry, sticks, 
which has been kept up some time be- 
for tho water is trusted above it. Green 
wood and a ncwly-kimllod tlame nxike 
artistically graceful smoke as tho back- 
ground ot" the encampment, but creo- 
sote lias not yet been decreed, even by 
high art, to be "quite the thing, you 
know," in'tea. Should the big pot be 
suspended instead of tho kettle, pota- 
toes, and green corn may be boiled. 
Or. the impromptu crane may be omit- 
ted, and a rude oven be built of stones 
and tho lire made therein. The pot 
nay bo set on this over tho accumii- 
atod bed of umbers, and potatoes in 
:hcir jackets and corn iu the inner husk 
bo roasted ,in the hot ashes. 1'pr ;lish- 
iig-partiosl a frying-pan is indispensa- 
ble'. —Marian Uarland, in Examiner and 
Chronicle. :

Summer in Norway. 


In tho Norway summer, one comes 


actually to yearn for a little Christian 
darkness to go to bed by: much as ho 
may crave a strong sun by day, to 
keep him warm, he would like to have a 
reasonable night time for sleeping. At 
lirst there is a stimulus, and a weird 
sort of triumphant sense of outwitting 
nature, in finding one's self able to read 
or to write by tho sun's light till nearly 
midnight of the clock. Out presently 
it becomes clear that tho outwitting is 
on tho other side. What avails it that 
there is light enough for one to write 
by at ten. o'clock at night, if he is tired 
out, does not want to write, and longs 
for nothing but to go to sleep? If it 
were dark, and he longed to write, noth- 
ing woulil bo easier than to light can- 
dles and write all night, if he choose and 
could pay for his candles. But neither 
money nor ingenuity can compass for 
him normal darkness to sleep in. The 
Norwegian house is one half windows: 
in their long winters they need all the 
sun they can get; not an ousidc blind, 
not an inside shutter, nor a dark shade, 
to be seen; streaming, Hooding, radiat- 
ing in and round about tho rooms, comes 
the lighti welcome or unwelcome, early 
and late. And to the words "early** 
and "late" there are in a Norway sum- 
mer new meanings: tho early light 
of the summer morning sets in about 
half past two; the late light of tho sum- 
mer evening fatles into a luminous 
twilight about eleven. Enjoyment of 
this species of perpetual day soon comes 
to an ond. After the traveler has 
written homo to everybody once by 
broad daylight at ten o'clock, the fun 
of tho tiling is over: normal sleepiness 
begins to hunger for its rights, and 
dissatisfaction takes the placo of won- 
dering amusement. This dissatisfac- 
tion reaches its climax in a few days; 
then, if he is wise, the traveler pro- 
vides himself with several pieces of 
dark green cambric, which ho pins up 
at his windows at bed-time, thereby 
making it possible to get seven or eight 
hours' rest for his tired oyes. But tho 
green cambric will not shut out sounds; 
and ho is lucky if ho is not kept awake 
until ono or two o'clock every night by 
the unceasing tread and loud chatter 
of the chearl'ul Norwegians, who have 
been forced to form the habit of sitting 
up half their night-time, to get in the 
courso of a year their full quota of day- 
time.—Atlantic Monthly.
